Methodists voted overwhelmingly Fri- 
day for union with other branches of 
the denomination, despite warnings of 
"secession" by Southern opponents of 
fiffiliation with Northern adherents of 
the church. 


The vote in the :i-lth Quadrennial 


Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. South, was: For unification, 
434; against, 2fi. 


Overwhelming as the. vole was. the 


Ri'oup opposing the "plan of union," 
already approved hy Methodist Kpisco- 
pal (Nothernl and Methodist Protest- 
nut bodic.s. remained steadfast in their 
assertion that "the Southern Metho- 
dist church will not perish." 


The Southern church was formed 


after scperation from Northern units 
in 184-1, brought about by a controversy 
over negro slavery. Opponeiils raided 
the negro question today in fi«htin« 
unification. 
If secessionists make no 


serious inroads among it.s 3,000,(H)0 
Southern 'members, the new "Meth- 
odist church" will have approximately 
8,(K)0,000 on its rolls. 


To Be Contested 


Before the vole was announced, 


Hishop John M. Moore said that the 
College of Bishops would appeal to the 
church's Judicial Council, correspond- 
ing in a supreme church court, to rule 
on legality of the method of adoption. 


Opponents contend the conference 


here could not make final ratification 
because Ihc North Mississippi Confer- 
ence voted against the plan, and ap- 
proval of.."cach1^ upnual conference, is 
provided in the "constitution. 


A spokesman for the Laymen's Or- 


ganization 
for Preservation 
of the 


Southern Methodist church said the 
"defeat today was just about what we 
expected." 


"We will ask that our counsel be 


allowed to present our side of the case 
before the Judicial Council," be said. 
If the council holds unification legally 
enacted, the laymen's group has an- 
nounced it would appeal to the civil 
courts. 


A tremendous shout went up as the 


final vote was cast to mark the end of 
a debate, at times bitter, which bad 
lasted since morning. Delegates mill- 
ed about impatiently, however, while 
the official count was being complet- 
ed. 


The new church will include six 


"jurisdictions." five on geographical 
lines, and one general jurisdiction for 
negroes.

Then progressively 
uul most often irreparably, it dam- 
ges the tissues of the heart. 
There can be no substitution with

•rippled limb. There can be no orth-

opodic surgery to reconstruct the dam- 
aged tissues. Most of those affected 
die before they are 30 years old. For 
the rest there is just the ho|>e that can 
bo offered by proper medical care 
under tho bust possible conditions.

Eastern Daylight Saving Time, some 
of tho leading physicians of the Unit- 
ed States and of England will take 
part in nn 
international broadcast 


about this disease. 


Lord Thomas Jeeves Border, physi- 


cian in ordinary to tho King of Eng- 
land, will speak from London; then 
Dr. William J. Kerr, president of the 
American Heart Association, will take 
up the discussion from San Francisco; 
Dr. Homer Swift of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute will speak from New York, and 
Dr. T. Duckett Jones of Boston will 
complete the consideration of this dis- 
ease, talking from a mcdcial meeting 
in Atlantic City. 


As I have pointed out previously in 


this column, our greatest hope rests in 
early recognition of the disease, and 
then to provide for prolonged care 
during convalescence. 


There must be prolonged rest to 


strengthen the heart. That means ab- 
solute rest in bed, because that is tho 
only kind of rest that really rests the 
heart. 


Unfortunately there are but a few 


institutions in this country where chil- 
dren with this tvpo of heart disease 
may have the kind of attention they 
require. In a suitable institution the 
child can get medical and nursing care 
and learn how to conduct its life in 
relationship to the disease. 


Children with rheumatic heart dis- 


ease do better in the climate of the 
south, and those children who survive 
the initial attack may be taken to the 
south, at least during the winter 
months, if money is available for that 
purpose. In their living <|i!.irter.s they 
should be free from dampness, over- 
crowding, and exposure to cold, and 
should have proper food, sunlight and 
fresh air. The parents of the child 
should be educated to attend to sore 
throats, colds, and infectious diseases 
as soon as possible. 


Only recently has the character of 


this disease Income prniierly recog- 
nised. It is not reported to heacl th de- 
partments as are measles, diphtheria 
:md scarlet fever. 


Really every case ought to be re- 


ported, so that we may get a more 
lefinite conception of the real scope 
.' 


if this problem. Then perhaps funds 
nay be made available for more re- 
search into the cause of the disease 
nd for more institutional care of those 
who cannot be cared ,for wiht the fam- 
iy funds available. 
The broadcast that has been plan- 


ned should help to make millions 
aware of this great problem.

K'arm Bureau Federation 


- Urges Support, in Na- 


tion-Wide Campaign 


The Arkansas Farm Bureau Fcder- 


alion is lending its wholu-heartod sup- 
port lo Iho nationwide drive recently 
launched by an Alln/ila conference of 
producers, manufacturers and distrib- 
utors to increase the consumption of 
cotton goods, according to H. H. Hus- 
kcy, president of tho Hempstead Coun- 
ty Farm Bureau, who bus been asked 
by Waldo Frasior, Executive Secretary 
of tho Stale Organi/ation, to call this 
important movement to the attention 
of everyone concerned in this county. 


The Ilompslead Coimly Farm Bu- 


reau and other interested parties are 
asked lo co-oporato with R. E. Short 
of Brinkley. president of the State 
Farm Bureau organization, who is also 
chairman of the Cotton Consumption 
Council for Arkansas. This council, 
recently appointed by Charles G. Hen- 
ry, general manager of the Mid-South 
Cotton Growers Association and chair- 
man of the Cotton Consumption Coun- 
cil representing cotton growers in Ar- 
kansas. Tennessee, and Missouri, in- 
cluded Charles E. Yancey, Brinkley. 
and C. G. Smith, Blythevillc, both 
members of the Farm Bureau. 


"The general drive for increased 


sales of cotton goods will culminate in 
Ihe observance of National 'Cotlon 
Week, May 30 to June 4," according 
to 
Mr. 
Huskey. "The Hempslead 


County Farm Bureau is anxious for 
everyone in this arcao ot co-operate 
fully. We are therefore taking this 
moans to ask our merchants and dis- 
tributors to help popularize the slo- 
gan—"Buy Cotton—save money—speed 
recovery." 


Mr. Huskey has boon advised by Mr. 


Short that thi.s is the first lime in 
history that all agencies, from tho cot- 
Ion producer to the man who sells the 
goods across Iho counter, arc co-op- 
u-ating in an effort to dispose of tho 
surplus cotton on hand. 


"We have on hand one of the largest 


carryovers of cotton on record," Mr. 
Huskey said. "We are faced with a 
small national production this year, it 
is true, but it will lake years lo clear 
up tins immense .surplus unless extra- 
ordinary measures are taken to move- 
raw cotton into consumption more 
rapidly.

State Bar Urges 


Judicial Reform 


R i cl cl i c k, Court 
Critic, 


Heads Arkansas Bar 


Association 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark.—By a vole of 


110 to 43. the Arkansas Bar associa- 
tion adopted Friday a resolution ap- 
proving the address of Waller G. Rid- 
dick of Little Hock, president of the 
association, in which he criticized the 
Arkansas Supreme Court on its "fail- 
ure to correct abuses in the courts.'1 


The resolution provided that the as- 


sociation "approve' of the president's 
address and that we pledge ourselves 
to support and endeavor to have il ef- 
fective in the conduct ,,f the Supreme 
Court of Arkansas." 


In his address President Riddick said 


that "it is high time the courts made 
the administration of justice their first 
order of business." 


"The 
difficulty with judicial ad- 


minislralion in Arkansas lies not in the 
want of power 
in the (Supreme) 


court," Riddick said, "but in the fail- 
ure of the court to understand that 
the grant of jurisdiction contained in 
the constitution carried win it the |x>s- 
itive command to exercise jurisdic- 
tion. 


"A proper regard for Is duties in this 


respect docs not permit the court to 
sit idle and passive while abuses in 
the administration of justice develop. 
It is recreant to the whole people 
when it moves only when compelled 
to move. Its powers of superintend- 
ence and control are given primarily 
to prevent abuse in judicial adminis- 
tration, not to redress it," 


He said that 
public 
submission 


would not last forever to "judicial in- 
efficiency, judicial neglect and judicial 
indifference." 


"Lawyers cannot und should not es- 


cape their share of responsibility for 
the failure of courts to function,1' he 
said, "but the power to correct abuses 
is in the courts. The bar is helpless 
in the face of passive acquiesence on 
the part of judges.1' 


Ho charged that the court devoted too 


much of its time to writing opinions 
and too little time to study of cases 
in which judgments needed correc- 
tion. 


Criticizing the court sharply for its 


hesitancy in setting aside jury verdicts 
"when clearly wrong," Riddick said. 


"It is the duty of the Supreme Court, 


not of the jury, to pronounce final 
judgment. The position of the court 
on this question is a reduction of the 
judicial function to its most supine 
and passive terms. Its effect is to 
.subject courts and the profession to 
public ridicule and contempt; to in- 
spire litigation which deliberately ap- 
peals to ignorance and prejudice; to 
tie the hands of honest lawyers and 
honest jurors; to hamstring industry 
and to subjugate the law to the de- 
sires of ignorant and unprincipled 
men."

WASHINGTON — (ff) 
— Prsident 


Roosevelt ignored questions at his 
press conference Friday about a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Minton (Dem., 
IndJ to make it a felony for a news- 
paper to publish as a fact anything 
known to be false. In a discussion of 
the bill at his press conference, he 
said he thought 1he matter would have 
to be referred to the Prison Commis- 
sion. 


After laughter subsided a questioner 


asked if he was for the bill. 
Mr. 


Roosevelt avoided a direct reply, say- 
ing he did not want to have to build 
any more prisons, and that he was 
trying to cut down the cost of gov- 
ernment. He replied in similar vein 
when asked about a report that tho 
government was about to start a news- 
paper. 


The Rev. Dr. Edmund A. Walsh of 


Georgetown University said Friday 
night that the Minton bill "would put 
a tyrannous power over our 
free 


press in the hands of a transient gov- 
ernment." 


In an address before the George- 


town School of Foreign Service, Dr. 
Walsh contended that the courts pro- 
vide adequate recourse "for suits of 
libel, slander or other acts of illegal-

AMARILLO, Texas— (*)—Tne great- 


est tree planting program the United 
States soil; conservation service has 
attempted and perhaps the greatest in 
the history of the nation is under way. 


More than 150,000,000. .trees

half of them in the semi-arid plains 
of the "dust bowl" country.

SHANGHAI, China-<ff)—The Japa- 


nese air force "celebrated 
the 37th 


birthday of Japan's emperor, Hirohito, 
Friday with a raid on Hankow.that re- 
sulted, in the war's greatest aerial bat- 
tle. Both sides claimed victory. 


Dispatches reaching Shanghai from 


the provisional capital said that 300 
persons were killed and '700 .wounded 
by Japanese bombs in the crowded in- 
dustrial Hanyang areas, across the 
Hon river from Hankow, before Chi- 
r)xe fliers drove the attackers away. 
Just how many planes took part in the 
clash and how many were lost was 
disputed. 


Chinese headquarters at Hankow 


said:that 50 Japanese planes and 23 
Chinese pursuit ships took part in the 
battle and that 20 of the Japanese craft, 
including eight bombers were shot 
down. 


Chinese air headquarters reported 


finding Ihe wreckage of 13 Japanese 
planes and admilted loss of three of 
their own craft, in addition to one 
which made a forced landing and four 
missing planes. 


The Japanese also claimed victory. 


A navy statement issued at Shanghai 
said there were 50 planes in the raid- 
ing fleet and that these shot down 51 of 
80 counteratlacking planes. The com- 
munique added that only two of the 
Japanese craft failed to return to their 
base.
